Mr. Lawrence, their chairman, introduced, in 
tlio House, a day or two since, n General 
Banking Law, of which tho following is a 
synopsis: 


Sec. 1. Provides for tho election every 3 


years, of a. Batik Comptroller.by the legisla- 
ture, whoso compensation, including rent, 
clerk hire, &c., shall ho S2000. 


Sec. 2 nnd 3, provide for performance of

You say, " IIu recounted 
the history of his tour in Palmyrn and While- 
water, where ho was turned away from door 
to door, by deacons and Christians, mid hud 
to travel 11 miles in thu mud before he found 
fhclter." Now, tho reader would ns rcudily 
infer that he, was thus treated in I'almyra, as 
in Whitewater; which charge with rcloreneo 
In I'almyni, 1 am very sure is fulsc. 


Mr. Washington was received and treated 


in I'almyra ns (allows: llo came into town on 
.Saturday, called at Mr. Wilson's tnvorn, was 
recognized as tho lecturer, and told that his 
Hall was open for him to lucturu in, if there 
was no other phtco. IIu applied fur thu Town 
Hall, which was readily granted, where, ho lec- 
tured Saturday evening. I invited him to fill 
my desk on thu Sabbath, and ho readily com- 
plied, llo HRpkn twico during the day to a 
crowded" house, und apparently to their edifica- 
tion. A collection wai tuken for him, amounl- 
'ing to S-MO. On Tuesday evening, ho was 
with us again. At tliis time, thu citizens of 
this place presented to him, in clothing, whnt 
win estimated at SU,li 1.

Tho bill entitled "an act to amend tlio char-' 


tor of tbo Rock River Valley Union Railroad 
Company," I herewith respectfully return to 
the Senate, whence the samo originated, with 
my objections to its becoming a law. 


The Constitution of this State, Section 18, 


Article .Jill, provides that "no nrhato or local 
bill which may be passed by tho Legislature 
sliaH embrace more than one subject and that 
subject shall be expressed in its title." • 


In my opinion this bill embraces more than 


one subject. 


In the first place, it provides for nn amend- 


ment of.the present charier of the company, 
and that with respect only to the Railroad or 
Railroads between certain points and termi- 
nations named and fixed in said charter by 
former enactments of tho Legislature. That 
is one siili/'cct, djstinet from any other, the 
scope and meaning of which may be ascer- 
tained by reference to tho charier to which the 
bill purports to bo amendatory. 


In tlui 2.')d section of this bill, it is provided 


tlmt "said company shall linvo power to ex- 
tend their road from its point of intersection 
of the Wisconsin river to tho village of La 
Crossc, in the county of La Crosse, and from 
thence- to tho Willow river and St. Croi.x falls, 
in St. Croix county ; also from said point of 
intersection to tho village of Hcuver Dam, in 
Dodgo county." 


This section, it will bo perceived, confers 


tho power upon said company to construct a 
Railroad or Railroads, between points and 
terminations altogether diilerent and widely 
distant from thojoeal limits of the Road fixed 
and mcntionedjn tho presort charter of the 
company. Thiv, iti my opinion, is another 
and finite a different 
stinjeut. 


Thu Constitution, Section 13, article 1st, 


provides that "tho property of no person shall 
bo taken for public use without just compen- 
sation therefor." 


Tho first section of this bill provides that 


the compensation to be paid for lands taken 
for tho use of the road, and for the earth, grav- 
el, stone und other materials necessary for its 
construction, taken from adjoining hinds shall 
be ascertained as follows : the commissioners 
named shall proceed at tho request of tho 
company to assess the .damages which may bo 
sustained by the several: owners or claimants 
of the lands through which tho road is located. 
The second section provides " that said com- 
missioners shall in assessing the said damages, 
deduct therefrom tho benefits which shall ac- 
crue to the owners or claimants of said lands." 
It has been judicially decided in the supremo 
courts of diilerent states that compensation, ns 
used in this section of the constitution, moans 
the value of the property taken, paid in mon- 
ey, and tlmt benefits thai may accrue to the 
owner from any public improvement for which 
his lands are taken, cannot bo deducted from 
Htieli vnluo. The Supremo Court of tliis 
State, at thu lust term, in llio case of the Mil- 


vidos generally for the company, to havo the 
right to take and appropriate to its .uses," lands 
over which the road shall be located to the width 
of 130 feet. Said company have not before 
bad tho right to take and use lands for such 
purposes exceeding 100 feet, except by tho 
act of 1851, which relates to the extension 
onlj. This bill then gives the company the 
right lo toko nn additional thirty feet, even 
through tho lands already surveyed, where 
the road is already located, where tho damages 
nnd compensation may have been already as- 
sessed und determined, and to disturb such 
vested rights on any part of any road, new or 
old, under tho control of the company. 


Again, I object to the bill becoming a law, 


because it gives to the company such extra- 
ordinary powers as to be against public policy. 
If nil tho acts of (ho legislature are to-bo con- 
sidered, .those that relate to tho "Madison and 
Debit Railroad Company," ns well as those 
that relate to this company by name. The road 
or roads under the control of this' company 
are ns follows: 
. 
" From sotno convenient point in the village 


of Bcloit, in the county ol Rock, '.to the vil- 
lage of Jancsvillc ;- thence to-some-conve- 
nient : point of termination in the village of 
Madison, in the county of Dane." "From the 
south lino of the State of Wisconsin to the 
Wisconsin River." "From Jnnesville to the 
Lake Winnebngo by tho way of Fort Atkin- 
son, .Tefl'er:ion and Watertown." "From Lake 
Winnebngo to Lake Superior." 


• Tins-bill proposes to extend it "From the 


Wisconsin River to the village of La Crosse, 
in the county of La Crosso; from thence to 
Willow Iliver and' St.Croix Fall*, in St.Croi.x 
county. "From the Wise. Riv. to IJonvor,Pum, 
in the county of Dodge." Thus makin^'scv- 
oral djstinet railroads running in nearly all 
directions,'some of;them hundreds of miles 
distant from eacli oilier, and with nn aggre- 
gate length of not less than ona thousand 
miles, and all belonging to and under the ex- 
clusive control of one company. 


Another objection to this bill is, that tho 


number and length of tho roads to bo con- 
structed by this company are disproportionate 
to thu amount of its capital'stock, authorized 
to be subscribed. The nmount of the capital 
stock now authorized to bo subscribed is only 
S->,000,000, nnd this bill docs not provide for 
any increnssof the snmo, while it docs provide 
for nn extension of tho. road which .will coat 
not less than the entire amount of the capitnl 
stock of the company to complete such exten- 
sion,.leaving no capital whatever to' the'com- 
pany to complete the roads already authorized 
by existing laws. •

By reason of those objections, which I deem 


of sufficient weight and importance to justify 
mo ill so doing, I must. respectfully return 
the bill to thu legislature far their'further 
consideration.

In the second part of section (oh, article 


first of thu Constitution of tho United States, 
it is provided that "no state shall pass any law 
impairing tho obligation of contracts." In tho 
great leading case of "Dartmouth College, vs. 
Woodward," derided in tho Supreme Court 
of thu United States in 1819, this clause was 
held to apply to amending or altering the 
charter of a, private corporation by act of tho 
legislature, and to prohibit sueh alteration or 
amendment, on the ground that the charter 
of a corporation when accepted by the corpo- 
rators was a contract executed, and could not. 
therefore be in any way altered, impaired or 
repealed'by the lugislatnro without the con- 
sent of the corporation first obtained." . The 
act incorporating tho company -under tho 
nntno of thu Madison' and Doloit, Railroad 
Company; of 1818, did not reserve to tho 
legislature'thu right to alter, ameiid or repeal 
the game. No one of the several acts amend
